LIBRARY  CRISIS  -  We're  still  fightlngi 


On  May  9,  Mayor  Agnos  announced  his  'best 
case  scenario*  for  dealing  with  the  current 
budget  crisis.     The  plan  included  closing  the 
Glen  Park  branch  library. 

The  next  evening  at  its  general  meeting,  the 
GPA  voted  unanimously  to  request  reconsidera- 
tion, on  grounds  of  geographical  isolation 
from  proposed  alternate  branches,  lack  of  clar- 
ity on  budget  rationale,  irrevocability  of  the 
closure  because  the  structure  is  rented,  un- 
measured community  usage,  uneven  application 
of  usage  measurement  methods,  the  fact  that  it 
is  our  only  city  service,  and  the  ethical  and 
moral  implications  of  closing  libraries. 

Immediately  after  the  meeting,  the  Ad  Hoc 
Save  the  Library  Committee  got  to  work.  Led 
by  Carol  Steiman,  they  mounted  petitions,  put 
up  signs,  began  a  letter  writing  campaign  and 
started  calling  in  protest,  as  well.  Other 
activities  are  in  the  planning  stage  as  we  go 
to  press. 

Unless  persuaded  otherwise,  the  city  plans  to 
close  the  branch  on  June  30th.     We  must  assume 
the  decision  is  reversible  right  up  to  the  mo- 
ment they  try  to  haul  the  books  away. 

At  the  very  minimum,  everyone  in  Glen  Park 
should  call  Ithe  special  hotline  set  up  to  re- 
ceive our  complaints  —  554-7111.     The  Mayor 
was  also  quoted  as  saying,  during  his  visit  to 
the  library  on  Friday  the  13th,  that  "nobody 
wants  to  have  their  library  cut,  but  nobody 
is  coming  up  with  ways  to  fund  the  services". 


The  GPA  interprets  this  remark  as  a  request 
for  alternate  cost-cutting  proposals  for  city 
government.     If  you  have  any  suggestions,  drop 
the  Mayor  a  line.     He  is  at  least  willing  to 
listen. 

By  the  time  you  read  this,  the  issue  may 
have  already  been  decided.     Whichever  way  it 
goes,  it  is  a  fight  which  the  GPA  —  and  every- 
one in  our  neighborhood  —  must  make.  Cutting 
library  branches  doesn't  cut  fat;  it  amputates 
entire  limbs.     It  sends  a  sinister  message  to 
everyone,  and  especially  young  people.     It  is 
just  plain  wrong. 

Budget  decisions  are  not  hard  and  fast;  like 
all  decisions,  they  have  a  political  component. 
They  are  subject  to  change,  up  to  the  moment 
the  budget  is  signed  —  provided  the  political 
fallout  is  made  clear  to  the  decision  makers.

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Park  Views 


The  Open  Space  Advisory  Committee  announced 
it  has  allocated  a  $60,000  grant  for  a  land 
management  plan  for  Glen  Canyon  Park,  with 
work  to  commence  in  October  of  this  year. 
The  grant  climaxes  a  two-year  effort  by  the 
Friends  of  Glen  Canyon  Park  to  obtain  funds 
to  finance  a  natural  resources  inventory  and 
master  plan  for  this  mini-wilderness.  The 
land  management  plan  is  a  vital  first  step 
in  determining  how  best  to  utilize  the  natural 
history  potential  of  the  canyon. 

With  new  by-laws  in  place,  officers  were 
elected  at  the  April  meeting.     They  are:  Dawn 
Murayama,  President;  Jane  Brasfield,  Secretary; 
and  Lucre tia  Levinger,  Treasurer.     The  Vice 
Presidency  remains  open. 

If  you  would  like  to  read  the  FGCP  by-laws 
or  Open  Space  Funding  request,  both  are  on 
file  in  the  Glen  Park  Library.     The  next 
Friends  meeting  is  on  Tuesday,  June  28th,  at 
7:45  p.m.  in  the  Glen  Park  Rec  Center. 

Rare  plant  found!     During  the  April  plant 
walk  with  Jake  Sigg,  the  group  was  walking 
cross-country  in  the  grassy  area  away  from 
the  trails,  when  Jake  let  out  a  whoop!  He 
discovered  five  Grindelia  plants  thriving. 

Grindelia,  commonly  known  as  gum  plant  but 
not  to  be  confused  with  blue  gum  eucalyptus, 
is  a  charming  little  member  of  the  daisy 
family.     Jake,  an  authority  on  native  plants, 
had  searched  the  canyon  previously  in  hopes 
it  would  be  there,  but  finally  gave  up  the 
quest.     That  is  why  he  was  so  thrilled  to 
find  the  colony  doing  so  well. 

The  find  points  out  the  importance  of  two 
things:     first,  how  vital  a  natural  resource 
inventory  is.    What  other  treasures  are 
waiting  to  be  discovered?    And  second,  that 
fire  control  is  paramount.     When  you  are 
walking  in  the  canyon,  particularly  in  this 
dry  year,  be  especially  careful.     And  don't 
be  afraid  to  tell  others  (politely,  of 
course!)  to  be  careful,  as  well. 

Write  the  Library  Commission  and  explain 
that  budget  cuts  should  reflect  policy, 
and  the  City's  policy  ought  to  be  to  make 
services  available  throughout  all  its 
neighborhoods.

A  representative  of  the  San  Francisco 
Rose  Society  will  provide  a  thorough  how- 
to,  including  planting,  pruning,  propa- 
gating, fertilizing,  disease  control  and 
how  to  keep  our  beauties  alive  and  well 
through  this  summer's  watering  cutbacks. 

Audience  participation  —  If  you  have  a 
specific  question  or  problem  with  one  of 
your  own  roses,  bring  a  cutting  with  you.
